Fees at the Canadian universities are not 
SO excessive as to be a handicap to ‘the 
stadent of limited resources. ‘The average 
fee is from 65 dollars to 225 dollars per term, 
according to the course. ‘I'he lower fee ix the 
average for an arts course, and the higher 
that for medicine, The fees for other courses, 
such as science, law, commerce, engineering 
and others, range between the two amounts 
given. In addition to the 23 universities, 
there are 97 colleges in Canada, at which the 
fees are also very reasonable. 

According to the figures for the year 1924, 
the latest availabie, there was a gross enro|. 
ment at the universities in Canada of 57.254 
and 25,137 at the colleges. Of .the 57.254 
university students 41, were full-time 
students, 4,499 part-time and 12,195 short- 
course, extra-mural and extension sttdents. 
In 1929 a total of 6,772 degrees, licences and 
diplomas were granted by the universities, of 
which. 2,427 or 35.7 per cent. were conferred 
on women, and 4,345 on men. 


TRADITION AND ATHLETICS. 


Though the oldest universities in Canada 
ara young compared with Oxford, Cambridge, 
St. Andrews, Dublin and others, yet some 
in Canada have’ been established sufficiently 
long to acquire a degree of veneration and 
a measure of tradition. ‘he University of 
King’s College, Halifax, is the oldest univer- 
sity in Canada. It was founded in 1789. In 
1800 the University of New Brunswick at 
Fredericton, came into being. The*:founda- 
tion of Dalhousie University, Halifax, - dates 
from 1813 and three years: later, Mc(iill, 
Montreal, was established. -The University of 
Toronto claimed until recently the distinction of 
having a greater student enrolment than any 
other university in the British Empire, but this 
distinction is now claimed by Laval Univer- 
sity in Quebec, which at the end of 1999 had 
a total enrolment of 7,720, compared -with 
6,422 in Toronto. The University, Montreal, 
held third place with 4,130; and McGill 
* fourth with 3,191. 

At all the Canadian universities the term 
opens about the third week im September, and 
continues until May. . Life among the 
students’ is much the same as it is in similar 
institutions .in other countries. While a 
variety of sports are followed, Rugby foot- 
ball holds the spotlight, particularly in the 
universities of Eastern: Canada; and the 
winner of the final in the inter-university 
contest is held high in popular admiration. 
Last’ year Queen’s University, Kingston, won 
the coveted honour. These football ' games, 
played on the college fields, attract thousands 
of spectators, many of whom are former 
students. They: are the occasions for re- 
unions of old students, and the friendly 
rivalry between the opposing teams is mani- 
fesied in the variety of ways and means 
familiar to those who dave seen such gather- 
ings. 

VACATION TIME. 


For the* average student attending a 
Canadian university the four, five or seven 
year course is usually a period of struggle to 
make both ends meet. It is regarded by the 
young Canadian as decidedly creditable to 
put himself through the university by earn- 
ing in the long vacation sufficient money to 
pay: his fees and support himself. Conse- 
quently he loses no time at the close of the 
term in seeking employment, and is not too 
particular what kind of work he does, so long 
as it is useful. Harvesting in Western 
Canada, where wages of four or five dollars 
per day, with board, are sometimes paid, has 
always attracted a number of students, and 
i many find employment in different capacities 
on the passenger and freight boats that ply 
the great lakes. The nobility and dignity of 
work. is appreciated by every worthwhile 
person in Canada. Some of the most success- 
ful men in the professions and in the bust- 
ness world of Canada are those who, by their 
own industry, have paid their expenses nn- 
aided during the period of their university 
training. Such personal experience broadens 
their sympathy and understanding of life, 
and tends to make them useful and sub- 
stantial citizens.. 

Some of the universities in the Dominion 
derive considerable fame and prestige lv 
virtue of the dominant personalities of their 
principals, and by their influence upon “ 
public life of Canada. Among such men © 
the present time is Genueral Sir Arthur W. 
Currie, Principal of McGill. He has a very 
distinguished war record,.and is universal.» 
known as the Commander of the Canadian 
Corps. He is a man of outstanding ability 
in several directions, and any pronouncement 
he makes on a public question or policy 1s re- 
garded with the seriousness and consideration 
that it merits. Sir Robert Falconer, Princip?! 
of Toronto Unjversity, is more than the head 
of a great educational institution. So, to, 
are such Principals as Dr. A. S. MacKenzie, 
of Dalhousie; Dr. Walter C. Murray, of 
Saskatchewan, and Dr. R. C. Wallace, of 
Alberta. Their influence and interest In 
Canada extend far beyond the academic limits 
of the respective institutions of which they 
are the heads.

Kilkenny Doctor’s Plea.

THOMASTOWN, Saturday. 
R. P. HEFFERNAN, tubercn!osis medical 
1) officer, in his annual report to the Kil- 
kenny County Board of Health states 
that the refusal of heads of families to accept 
treatment in sanatoria was causing him much 
concern. Those people knew that there was 
no law to compel them to go to hospital, and 
they adopted the selfish attitude of spreading 
the disease to other members of the family. 
He hoped that in the near future the disease 
would be made a notifiable one. 

Dr. Heffernan gave instances of highly in- 
fectious cases sleeping in the same small com- 
partment with children, who sooner or later 
fell victims to the disease. 


While the death rate from tuberculosis was, | 


no doubt, fallimg in County Kilkenny, the 
disease would not be finally eradicated until 
infectious cases are compelled by law. to 


become isolated.

“while the poiic-mea emptied thew guns at 
the bandits, I grabbed a hammer from the 
lorry, slipped behind the gunman at the 
‘wheal, and kaocked him unconscious. Then 
they finished him off.” 
Nugent had been unemployed for several 
monihs until three days ago, but yesterday's 
frightful drive has decided him to retire 
in favour of a less nerve-wracking profession 
to support his anvalid wife. 

Meanwhile ambulances, emergency squads, 
police reserves and high police officia!s began 
to arrive, but the drama was over, and the 
ony duties awaiting them was to control the 
larce crowds which quickly gathered. 

“It was so exciting—jnst hbke the 
‘movies ’’’—exclaimed a _ schoolboy who 
watched from a few yards away the d:amatic 
annihilation of the bandits. 

The boy deseribed graphically how the 
robbers’ car had been hs BA stop by the 
hacking lorry; then the shooting began. A 
minute later six private cars were on the 
scene, laden with police clinging precariously 
to the running boards. With their revolvers 
snapping fire, they clesed in on the doomed 
desneradoes. 


THE DEAD GANGSTERS. 


By this time they were apparently dead; 
for they Cid not reply io the police fire. The 
police, skilled in gangster ruses, were taking 
no chances, and riddied the death-ear with 
bullets, When finally they approached the 
two gangsters and their driver were dead, 
and a woman and a man amongst the specta- 
tors were severely injured. 

The two gangsters proved to be nineteen 
and twenty ~year-old youngsters of Belkan 
extraction, both with criminal records. They 
had been arrested in 1930 for threatering to 
shoot up a dance hall, and had been charge! 
with the illegal possession of a rifle and six 
pistols, 

The dead driver had no criminal! record. 

The unfortunate man leaves a wife and two 
little children. His widow is certain thet he 
was compelled to drive the robbers on their 
last ride at the point of the pistol. 

A policeman who was carrying serum to a 
dying comrade hecame mixed up in the 
running fight, and was thrown from his wheel 
by a collision with a lorry. In his fall he 
managed to save his precious fluid, which, 
however, reached the hospital too late. 


POLICE INVESTIGATIONS. 


In the course of an effort to decide which 
of the thirteen killed and wounded suffered 
fram the bullets of the gangsters and whch

OBITUARY. 


LORD STANLEY OF ALDERLEY. 


Lord Stanley of Alderley died at his London 
residence, Gloucecter square, on Saturday, 
aged fifty-five. He had heen critically Il 
ter some days, following an operation. 

Lord Stanley ef Alderley was Governor «f 
Victoria from 1914 to 1£20. Before succeeding 
te the title he represented the Eddisbury 
Division of Cheshire im Parliament as 4 
Liberal from 1906 to 1910, and wads at one 
time Parliamertary Private Secretary to the 
Postmaster-General. Arthur Lyulph Stanley 
was the fiith Baron Stanley of Alderlev, fifth 
Baron Shefficld of Roscommon, and the 
holder of a barcnetcy that was created near'y 
three hundred years ago. Bern in 1875, the 
eldest son of the fourth Baren Sheffield, ne 
was educated at E‘on and Ballic! College, 
Oxferd, and was celled to the Bar of the 
[Inner Temple in 1902. He served in ‘ue 
South African campaign, and was for a time 
a captain in the Chesh're Yeomanry, whiie 
at the time of his death he was Honorarv 
Colenel of the 29:h Infantry Regiment of tne 
Australian Commonwealth Forces. He suc- 
ceeded his fathmr in 1925. 

Lord Stanley's long .assceiat‘on with the 
Liberal Pariy was severed in July, 1931, when 
he resigned frem the Presidency of the J an- 
cashire and Cheshire North-Western Liberal 
Federation. “I am unable to accept the 
view, he wrote, ‘that the Liberal Party 
Is serving the eovntry by supporting the 
present Government and maintaining it in 
ofhce.” Lerd Stanley's family seat is at 
Alderley Park, Chelford, Cheshire. He is 
succeeded in his tiilts by his son, the Hon. 
Edward John Stanley, wao was bern in 1907. 
He leaves also a widow, cne other son, and 
three daughters. 


SHARP, BART. 
Bart., founder of the 
toliee manutacturers, 
died at his residence, Warden Court, Maid- 
stone, yestenlay, aged 77. He had beén 
seriously ill for the past three weeks. 

Maidstone, where the factory of Edward 
Sharp and Sons, Ltd., stands, was his native 
tawr, and has seen the business which he 
founded grow to one of the largest concerns 
of sts kind in the country. His first wife, 
who also belonged to Maidstone, died in 1925 
after they had been married close on 47 
vears. 

Three years ago Sir Edward Sharp, at the 
age of 74, spang a romantic surprise on his 
friends by marrying in®London, Mrs. Rose 
May Harding.

The Cost of Crime. 


The Wickersham Commission has cast a 
startling light on the ravages of lawless- 
ness in the United States. Its latest 
report indicates that crime costs the 
country more than £200;000,000 a year. 


. This colossal sum is a minimum estimate, 


and ‘the Commission does not pretend to 
say how far it is exceeded in actual fact. 
Yet, as it stands, it equals, roughly, one- 
fourth of the Federal Government’s. total 
expenditure, including the Army and 
Navy, pensions, and the service of the 
public debt. A sum of -£47,000,000 repre- 
sents the estimated loss to the community 
by the diversion of men from productive 
employment to law enforcement. Watch- 
men and other guardians of property 
account for nearly £32,000,000. Smaller 
costs involved in the defence of property 
include nearly £800,000 for thé armoured 
‘car service, £200,000 for $he installation 
of tear-gas devices in banks, and more 
than £60,000 for bullet-proof glass. In 
regard to the losses caused by criminals, 
mail frauds cost the country about 
£14,000,000 a year; forgeries are respon- 
sible for £8,000,000, and thefts of insured 
property amount to some £10,000,000. 
These, however, are small sums in com-

If this most terrible 
of all social diseases is not checked, an 
anti-social state of mind will he fostered 
among American youth—and mere. penal- 
ties will not alter a national state of 
mind. _ Doubtless, it is through fear of 
some - such development tha the 
Wickersham ‘Commission recommends “ a 
thorough overhauling of the whole 
criminal law.” 


After-Dinner Speeches. 


When the guest of honour at a Parisian 
banquet last . week proposed that the 
speeches should be made before dinner 
instead of after it, he advocated a breach of 
tradition which would have given consider- 
able pain to diners of an older school. 
Yet his presumptuous suggestion was, 
apparently, received with calm; for the 
guests made the experiment and declared 
themselves to be delighted with it. The 
French have been our instructors in the 
refinements of gastronomy for so. long. 


that: this latest innovation well may have 


its effect upon public dinners in Ireland,. 
Our speakers must perfect a new 
technique ; for ‘ther before-dinner ; speech 
will differ in some important respects from 
the post-prandial orations with which we 
are now familiar. A prolonged speech is 
unlikely to meet. with favour from a com- 
pany anxious to let good digestion wait on 
appetite as speedily as may be, and the 
new dispensation will encourage brevity of 
utterance. -Ability to set the table in a 
roar 18 now so urncommon that.this will 
not be regarded as a deprivation. .Before- 
dinner speeches, again, will “favour 
discretion. Over-indulgence in the truth 
that peeps over the glass’s edge when 
dinner is done frequently has proved em- 
barrassing to the public man who reads in 
the cold light of morning the printed 
account of his last night’s speech. The 
timid speaker, however, will be the chief 
supporter of the new order. How many 
dinners has he left almost untasted, as 
every course brought nearer the dreadful 
moment when he must face.an indifferent 
audience? . These are, obvious points. in 
favour of. the Parisian innovation, but 
against. them we must set the prospect of 
an enormous increase in the number of 
those who are invariably late for dinner, 
and will now have a further inducement 
to cultivate this unseemly practice.

The fact, however, that it was an 
umpire in charge of a cricket match who 
was kicked puts a different complexion on 
affairs, To the Englishman, and to all 
who have inherited the English tradition, 
the circumstance will represent’ more than 
an offence against sportsmanship ; it will 
be an assault upon a precious institution. 
States and thrones may perish and the 
Englishman will not turn a hair; but a 
respect for the decencies of cricket is in- 
grained in him. | A change in the rules

another shilling on the income-tax. “The 
strongest and’ finest of all the cricketing 
traditions are its calmness, its decency und 
propriety. Scoffers sneer at cricket’s com- 
placency and slowness, but they take off 
their hats to the poise alike of its players 
and supporters. Occasionally—three times, 
perhaps, in a eentury—trouble occurs at

British Cars. 

Naturally there is much jubilation in 
motoring circles over the British victory 
ih the Tourist Trophy races. . This, homw- 
ever, “is not the only victory for British 
manufacturers ; for in the last two years 
they have routed their foreign competitors 
completely. Board of Trade returns. pub- 
lished during the week’s end show that for 
every nine foreign motor cars sold in Great 
Britain a couple of years ago only one. Is 
sold to-day. When one compares the 
figures for the first seven months of 1929 
with the corresponding emer, of this year, 
the fall in the number of cars imported was 
from 9,622 to 1,335, and the difference in 
value represented a decline from 


£1,716,817 to £274,362. 


Military Tattoos. | 
It is not at al unlikely that the number 


‘of military fattdos will be curtailed con- 


siderably: next year. This unquestionably 
will be a great disappointment to the

Air Mails. — 

The complaint is made by business men 
that correspondence sent abroad by alt 
mail does not always arriye earlier than 
it would arrive by ordinary post, even if 
it ik specifically marked ‘‘ Express 
Delivery.’ Most European countries hate 
special post-boxes in streets for air-mal 
letters, but these are few and far between 
in London—in fact. they have not yet 
made appearance except at some of the 
larger post offices. The fault of delay 
does not seem to rest with mail-’planes 
but rather in the system of distributio" 
after the letters have reached the air 
ports. The post office has taken much 
trouble to popularise this service. and 1h 
would be a pity if inefficient handling dis- 
couraged the public from the use of it. 


“One Weaver, Six Looms.”’ 


Although many of the Lancashire cotton 
weavers. do not “see eye to eye with their 
leaders in connection with the ' more 
looms per weaver’ provosals, yet there 
are indications that the new scheme 
will be actepted generality. At one 
mill* four hundred and fifty . operatives 
have accepted’ the system of “one 
weaver, six “locms,”’ and they will 
begin work within the next few days. In 
this case it has been arranged that, if 
the pruspective trade agreement sanctions. 
higher’ rates. than those prevailing at 
present, the pay will be adjusted accord: 
ingly. As a result of this local agree 
ment, ‘it is probable that a general scheme 
will be approved, when the representatives 
of the employers and the weavers meet 
this week. If so, there will be a resump 
tion of work in Lancashire. with. one 
weaver for six looms, instead of four, 325 
hitherto. :

THE FILM INDUSTRY. 


A report is sumitted on the joint discus. 
sioná between the General Council and the 
Federation of British Industries regarding the 
measures to be taken to encourage the British 
film indastry. A policy is outlined which the 
General Council has adopted, and which, it is 
stated, the F.B.I. has accepted in principle. 

The recommendations include :— 

““In order to eliminate worthless films. 
made specially in this country or elsewhere 
in the Commonwealth for quota purposes, at 
very little cost, we recommend that in order 
to be registered for quota purposes a film 
must have cost at least £150 per 100 feet to 
produce (with a maximum requirement of 
£10,000), exclusive of copyright fees (story 
and music) and recording fees. 

““The Advisory Committee to the Board of

success. Originally the Export Credits

of repeated pressure, the maximum time 
limit has been raised to thirty months. from 
the date of placing orders for heavy engineer- 
ing goods, and in some cases the Government 
have guaranteed 75 per cent. of the face 
value of the order.

“The Council have had constantly in view 
the necessity of strong support for the 
Government in resisting pressure to imple 
ment the majority report and all necessary 
steps in that direction will be taken.”

MIGHTY BEER. 


HOME OF A 
|

LZEN is a highly important industrial 
centre; for ib encompasses within its 
limits thé renowned ‘‘Skoda’’ Works 

and the Citizens’ Brewery, where Pilsner 
Urquell . (Prazdro}), celebrated throughout 
the world,. is brewed, as well as factories 
connected withthe metal, copper, wood and 
paper trades. Situated in a vast basin con- 
taining coal, iron, alam, yitriol and sulphuric 
acid mines, itis the second largest city in 
Bohemia, with ‘a population of some 120,000 
soals, and a strategic railway centre. It is 
distant some sixty-seven miles west of 
Prague, the capital: of Czecho-Slovakia, on 
the direct line from ‘England, Belgium and 
Germany. An express train covers the dis- 
tance in just two hours. 

Far from being what one imagines the 
ordinary manufacturing town to be, it com- 
bines the hustle-and bustle of industry with 
romantic associations. Made a royal town in 
the thirteenth century, it rose to importance, 
principally owing to the trade routes which 
crossed the Pilsen valley. Its prosperity was 
marked by the erection of numerous beauti- 
fui Renaissance buildings, and its greatness 
was enhanced by the foresight of the inhabi- 
tants in extending invitations to distinguished 
artists and authors—mainly Italian—to make it 
their home, so that at one time it was a centre of 
high culture. It is,-in fact, a beautiful town, 
and tlie architecture of many of its public 
buildings, especially of the houses in the 
main square, is a delight to the eye of a 


connoisseur. 
THE BREWERY. 


At the moment, however, I am engaged in 
trying to describe its world-famous brewery, 
rather than . discourse upon its history. 
“ Mestansky Pivovar,” to give the famous 
municipal brewery its Czech name, is barely 
five minutes’ walk from the main station 
(itself of notable-.construction, with a pretty 
open-air restaurant shaded by trees on its 
principal wide platform), and stands within 
grounds measuring. some 135 acres. Consist- 
ing of five amalgamated breweries, it was 
founded in 1842, “and to-day from 1,500 to 
1,500 operativds are on the pay-roll. They 
work nine hours.a day for five days a week, 
and six hours on Saturday (51 hours im all), 
with the excéption ‘of* those: in the brewing 
department, who, of necessity, carry on con- 
tinuously in three ‘shifts. The “same applies 
to those engaged in the bottling department. 

There are ‘eightéén’ brewing plants, con- 
tained in four brew-houses, capable of turn- 
ing out 80,000 gallons per day—a figure 
equalling the entire annual output of the 
brewery when in its infancy. In the brew- 
houses the visitor cannot but be struck by 
the presence of large ‘crucifixes between the 
huge vats. 

Six -cooling chambers contain 28 re- 
frigerators, while below them are the ferment- 
ing cellars, comprising 11 divisions, contain- 
ing some 2,000 vats. 

The storage cellars, of which there are no 
less than 96 divisions, all hewn out of solid 
rock, are over six miles á pends. On each 
side of the’ passages are 6, arge storage 
vats, where the, best is kept four anta 
before being ‘racked off into small barrels 
ready for despatch, Of the latter there are 
always 300, in use, and the company own, 
in addition, 400 railway wagons. Inside the 
confines of the brewéry.grounds there are 
five miles of railway operated by the 
brewery’s own staff, the yard being con- 
nected, of course, with the main line. 

The water is supplied by two water works, 
one of which uses “water from the River 
Radbuza, and the other drawn from an 
artesian well respectively, the latter not only 
being used for the making of beer, but also 
for’ the supply of drinking water for the 
whole town of Pilsner. 

The power-house is in the centre of the 
Noah, and has a capacity of 4,600 h.p., 
urnishing electric light. through 8,000 lamps, 
and, by means of 550 motors, the power 

wired by the brewery for all purposes, 
with the exception of the refrigerating plant, 
which is operated separately.

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small mills, whence the ground malt passes 
straight to the brew houses. 

Somewhat conservative in their 
the Pilsner Brewery uses no mash filters. Lhe 
malt is treated by an old-fashioned system, 
which, coupled with the storage for four 
months of the beer before being racked off, 
enables the management to maintain the same 
excellent quality year m and year out. 

The head offices are just outside the arch- 
way leading into the brewery grounds, and 
are both spacious and imposing. Here it is 
that the visitor is taken in hand by one or 
other of the staff, who are courteousness per- 
sonified, and are shown the many wonders of 
this wonderful enterprise. 

Finally there is a luxurious hall, in which 
are a large well-furnished recom used for 
general meetings and several smaller rooms 
for the reception of visitors. There the latter, 
after their inspection, are entertained to what 
is called a ‘‘snack,’’ but in reality is a really 
good meal, washed down with the delicious 
and incomnarabie beverage known to the 
world as “ Pilsner Urquell.”’

THE DUBLIN THEATRES. 


a 
VIEWS OF MR. GILMORE 
BROWNE. 


Within the last few days there slipped into 
and out of Dublin one of the most distin- 
guished producers of the American Theatre, 
Mr. Gilmore Browne, Director of the Com- 
munity Playhouse, Pasadena, Califormia, 
landed at Cobh, and, motoring via Glen- 
garifie and Killarney, saw those two show- 
places under ideal weather conditions. Dublin 
greeted him with a downpour which lasted 
during his two-day visit: yet, despite the 
rain, Mr. Browne managed to see a great deal 
of what is worth seeing in Dublin, including 
the Abbey and the Gate Theatres, to visit 
which he had primarily come. 

Mr. Browne has been director of the Com- 
munity Playhouse since it was built, híteen 
years ago, at a cost of £54,000, of which hait 
was subscribed by wealthy citizens who desired 
to see a playhouse which would at once be 
worthy of the Community Players and of 
Pasadena, which is the most beautiful tewn 
in the most beautiful of American States. T! 
balance was obtained on mortgage, and it w: 
completely paid off three years ago, se that 
the theatre is now the property of the plavers. 
Originally amateur in character, the (Com- 
munity Players now give performances for 
forty weeks every year of plays that stand 
out in the world’s best dramatic literature. 

Mr. Browne had never seen the Abbey 
Cémpany before, and he expressed himself in 
terms of the greatest enthusiasm with reeird 
to the acting, which he described as refrosh- 


ing—because it really “is not acting at ail." 


He also extolled Mr. Tocher’s much-discussed 
play, - The Moon in the Yellow River,” 
and said that it was universal of them rather 
than merely local, as many here seem to 
think. He said that it applies to any country 
in which to-day the romantic is at odds with 
the realistic and the material. 

The Gate Theatre and the performance 
there also came in for Mr. Browne’s un- 
qualified praise. He congratulated Dublin on 
being the fortunate possessor of two such 
theatres, which were doing widely different 
but equally important work. Hé predicted 
that the Gate would have very great influence 
on the future of Irish drama by bringing to 
young writers plays that they..would other- 
wise probably never ‘see, and" on ‘the Irish 
theatre of the future by sending forth pro- 
ducers from among the amateur plavers in- 
cluded in the Gate personnel, He helieved 
that eventually a very important National 
Theatre would develop, and that by its verv 
sincerity it would achieve greatness. He 
stated that in theatre and art ‘circles in 
America very considerable interest is taken 
in the work of the Abbey as an,established 
institution, in the Gate as an “ambitious 
exnerimental theatre, and even in progressive 
Irish amateur organisations—which, he said, 
will form the pillars of the coming Irish 
Theatre.

GOLF. | 
THE IRISH OPEN 
CHAMPIONSHIP. 


(By Our Gots CoRRESPONDENT.) _ 
He Royal Dublin Club, on whose links 
B at Dollymount play in tha fiith Irish 
Open Championshin will hevin ta 
morrow, is the second oldest of the Irish golf 
clubs, having been founded a ‘ew years later 
than Royal Belfast. Evidence, however. exists 
that a links was in play “near Donnelly s 
Hollow, Curragh.” in Julv. 1857. 

It was in 1885 that the late Mr. John 
Lumsden, father of Sir John Lumsden, M.D.. 
conceWed #he idea of forming a golf club. 
“Tt came on me like an inspiration,’ he 
wrote to me some vears before he died: “‘In 
fact,” he added, “T did not know that the 
game was being played in Belfast.” Mr. 
Lumsden rallied round him a few Scottish 
friends, who were also interested in golf, and 
permission having been obtained they laid 
out a nine-hole course on the flats and 
hollows about the Magazine Fort, Phenix 
Park. 

In those days there were no motor tractors 
for cutting fairways, and it was found im- 
possible to keep down the grass; while the 
turf in winter was so wet and heavy that 
golf, as the pioneers knew it, could not be 
played in comfort. 

AN UPHILL STRUGGLE. 

It was a big struggle, and in less than 
twelve months the club migrated to ‘‘ The 
Kosh ” at Sutton, bringing with them the 
small hut. ‘Ten months later they moved to 
Dollymount, and in 1891 Queen Victoria 
approved of the change of title to Royal 
Dublin Golf Club. 

Even at Dollymount it was an uphill fight 
to keep the club going. The balance-sheet 
for 1887 reveals the now interesting fact that 
the subscriptions amounted to £49 10s., and 
that the rent of “ boxes’’ totalled £2 17s. Od. 
The sale of keys increased the revenue by 
four shillings, and the St. Stephens’s Day 
Handicap bronght the receipts for the year 
up to £53 19s. 6d. And yet there was a 
balance in treasurer’s hands of £5 8s. 10d.! 
The following year, however, the receipts 
were down by £1 12s. 8d., despite the most 
rigid economy, the subscriptions dropping 
by £8, but, although a new stove pipe cost 
£1 11s., the club was still on thé right side 
with a balance of £2 5s. 5d. Many lean 
years followed, but interest in the game 
developed among the heads of the Govern- 
ment, the military, and the learned profes- 
sions. The membership rol] lengthened, and 
the time arrived when Mr. Lumsden and his 
surviving fellow-pioneers saw their work com- 
pleted, and when potential members were 
eager to pay an entrance fee of fifteen 
guineas ond ave guineas annual subscription. 

The later history of the club need not be 
teuched on here; suffice to say that Royal 
Dublin weathered the storm and stress of 
the war period, during which the military 
had possession of the club-house and links, 
and that to-day, its members have a finer club- 
house and a much finer links than were at 
the disposal of the older members, one of 
the senior of whom is H.R.H. the Duke of 
Connaught. i 

When I wvisited Dollymount yesterday a 
large proportion of the competitors for the 
championship were out practising, but George 
Duncan, Abe Mitchell, Henry Cotton and a 
few ‘others of the leaders had not put in an 
appearance. Even the oldest member of the 
club has never seen the links in such 
splendid condition at the time of year; as a 
matter of fact, it is a moot point if Dolly- 
mount, which Mr. Harold Hilton once 
described as a classic links, ever looked and 
played so well, but one noticed that some of 
the greens were causing a good deal of anxiety 
and trouble to many of the visitors un- 
acquainted with those little rolls and falls 
which members know so well. There was, 
however, no really serious golf played; 
friendly—very friendly—fourball or three- 
ball matches were the rule, and even Archie 
Compston, when he played a stroke that did 
not exactly please him, put down another 
ball. He and Mr. 8. R. Lignell did some 
great hitting, but the amateur was just 4s 
leng. Indeed, the Portmarnock player was 
putting up excellent golf, and seems likely 
to do well among the amateurs, 

Ernest Whitcombe, the Irish professional 
champion, Joseph McCartney ; Moses O'Neill, 
Syd. Fairweather, William Nolan, Matt 
McDermott, A. J. Lacey, Dr. T. M. Healy.

From start to finish the race provided a 
nagnificent contest, all previous speed records 
íor the course being beaten by large margins, 
S terrific was the struggle for leadership in 
the early stages that many of the fastest cars 
were forced beyond the limit of their 
endurance, and broke down. Several, . too. 
in the desperate efforts of their drivers to get 
ahead of their rivals, crashed or overturned 
on the corners—fortunately, without serious 
injury to the occupants. From the spectator's 

int of view, the race was easily the finest 
of the series that has been held over the 
Ards circuit. Perfect weather conditions 
prevailed throughout the day. 

An hour before the start of the race the 
roads composing the 132-35 mile circuit link- 
ing Dundonald, Newtownards and Comber 
were closed to all traffic. But long before that 
time the banks, hedges, ditches and roadside 
hills were lined with immense crowds of 
gectators installed in their chosen points of 
vantage; and, after the closing of the roads 
and during the early stages of the contest, 
further crowds were to be seen converging 
on the course and moving along in open 
formation across country to find positions 
fom which to view the passing racers, 

Lined up by their pits in front of the grand 
sand, the final touches were being given to 
the cars, and the engines were being warmed 
mg with spasmodic bursts of roaring 
exhausts. At 10.45 all engines had to be 
siopped, and at the same time the Governor 
of Northern Ireland arrived. Everything 
wis now in readiness. Victor Gillow’s Riley 
had caught fire while being driven to the 
starting point, and the mechanics had been 
wrking with feverish energy to replace 
certain damaged parts. But the work had 
been satisfactorily completed in good time.

The thousands who assembled at’ Comber, 
particularly those at the Market square, in view 
of the notorious right-hand corner past the 
butcher's shop, had more than their share 
of thrills during the race. It was, one may 
say, at this corner that the race was lost and 
won, as mishaps here put two potential 
winners out of the running. The heavy barri- 
cade of sandbags erected in front of the 
butcher's. shop facing up the square and past 
which the course took a right-angle turn, 
seemed to attract the drivers of all the cars 
much as a magnet attracts a needle. Try, and 
fight as they would, none of them could com- 
pletely escape its magnetic influence. From 
the very first lap, it exercised a hypnotic 
spell, and throughout the race car after car 
barged at the sandbank, some of them charg- 
ing it head-on, as an enraged bull at a gate. 
By the end of the day the sandbags pre- 
sented a bruised , battered and shattered 
appearance, ‘and sand was scattered about as 
by the seaside. On the very first lap Brad- 
stock, in his M.G., swerved wildly at first 
sight of the barrier. Next round a black” 
cat chased up the square in front of a number 
of M.G.’s, but it almost proved an unlucky 
omen for Nolan, whose Austin flicked the 
edge of the sandbags and jumped the kerb 
twice before righting itself. Dan Higgin, 
following, took the corner broadside in & 
cloud of dust, and then Horton, cutting out 
too late, had to race up the side street to 
avoid a head-on collision with the barrier.

DUNDONALD HAIRPIN. 


Those who went to Dundonald anticipating 
many thrills were disappointed. Dundonald 
Hairpin Bend,’ in fact, is now too difficult 
to be really dangerous. Drivers are fully 
aware of its difficulty, and as they get abund- 
ant warning they have usually their cars 
under complete control at this point. Any 
car’ which overruns the turn has a by-pass a 
little further along by which they can come 
back to the course.
